So quiet did Mr. Dillman en- 


ter the city that only a few per- 
sons were aware of the fact. 
He registered at the Riverside 
Hotel, transacted his business 
and left. 
It Is reported, how- 


ever, that he will return this 
morning and at the first oppor- 
tunity will appear before the 
city council and make a proposi- 
tion to the city to extend his 
line here. 
Every member of 


the council is anxious to have 
the road come this far and It 
is assured the city will go more 
thnn half way In encouraging 
the work. 
The nature of Mr.

RESIDENTS, of course, are human like the rest of us. 


and Just as prone to make mistakes. In our opinion, 


he has made a mistake In recommending the retirement of 
the greenback, a measure designed to help the banker at 
the expense of the farmer and the laborer. 


Another mistake he has made Is to recommend the 


passage of a ship subsidy bill. We had such a measure, 
enacted in 1867, but it turned out to be such a bad thing 
that the law was repealed in 1877, and no one had the 
nerve to take it up again until that embodiment of nerve, 
Mark Hanna advocated It on the floor of the senate. But 
the recollection of the delinquencies of the previous act 
was strong and the opposition, therefore, so pronounced 
that even his powerful Influence failed to pass It. 


There would be no need of a ship subsidy bill, If a few 


of the bad laws now on the statute books were repealed. 
For Instance, there Is a law at present that a ship-owner 
must build bis ship In American yards before he can fly 
the American flag. But American ship-builders charge 
such exorbitant sums for building a ship that owners can- 
not afford t6 build their ships here. That Is what de- 
prives us of a merchant marine. We are the only nation 
In the world that has enacted and enforced such an Idiotic 
measure. 


The consequence Is that British ship-owners, who build 


their ships where they please, come In and take our trade 
away from us. so that from having the largest merchant 
marine In the world In 1857, we today have practically 
none at all. 


We pass la%vs to prevent our exporters from buying 


ships In England .but we have no law to prevent the Eng- 
lish from coming In and taking our trade away. This 
pho.se of our protective tariff Is not so* pleasant to the 
grafter ns are features of It. and so It Is proposed to dig 
down into the pockets of the miner and farmer and make 
him. and the other unfortunate swindled ones of the 
country put up "subsidies" to enable the ship owner to get 
a little of the graft In which the manufacturer Is swim- 
ming Just now. 


It strikes us as being funny that with all these schemes 


to take money out of the pocket of the Nevada miner the 
Republican party has never given him a thought, except 
when it demonetized silver. It Is willing to put a tariff on 
anything under the sun. to protect any Industry mention- 


' able, but silver minlnif. Silver, instead of being something 


to protect Is something to cut down, to cut in half, to cut 
to pieces if possible. It Is the red rag to the Republican 
bull. The man who advocates It— the money of the Con- 
stitution — Is a robber, u lunatic, or an anarchist, or all 
three. 


But to take money out of ihe pockets of the silver min- 


er to bolster up a merchant marine made rotten by rotten 
laws that are still In force, is no dishonesty at all.
